1 . This communication is in response to applicant's 07/08/2004 amendment in the 
application of Leung for the "Methods and apparatus for implementing a proxy mobile node in a 
wireless local area network' 1 filed 06/29/2000. The proposed amendment has been entered and 
made of record. Applicant's argument and remark with regard to the rejection under 35 USC 
103 are persuasive. Claim 6 has been canceled per applicant's request, and newly claims 40-43 
have been added. Claimsl, 5, 7, 13, 18, 20, 21, 24, 31, 34 and 36-39 have been amended to 
better point out and more distinctly claim subject matter comprising the invention. 

2. Claims 1-5, 7-43 are allowable as evident by applicant's amendment (Claims are 
renumbered as 1-42 respectively). 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
application is deemed to be directed to a no obvious improvement over the prior art of record. 
The improvement comprises wherein the node attachment message indicating that the node is in 
a vicinity of the Foreign Agent when in a first state and that the node is not in a vicinity of the 
Foreign Agent when in a second state; instructions for initiating registration on behalf of the 
node when the node attachment message is in the first state; and instructions for initiating de- 
registration on behalf of the node when the node attachment message is in the second state, as 
specifically recited in the claims. The instant invention, in combination with the other claimed 
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features, improves upon the Prior Art by providing a method and system for providing proxy 
mobile node support for a node that changes its location within a network. 

4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the 
issue fee.

The Willkie et al. (US#6,230,012) is cited to show the IP mobility support using proxy 
mobile node registration. 
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The Lioy (US#6,665,537) is cited to show the automatic invocation of mobile IP 
registration in a wireless communication network. 

The Khalil et al. (US#6,578,085) is cited to show the system and method for route 
optimization in a wireless internet protocol network. 

The Gremmelmaier (US#6,3 08,267) is cited to show the arrangement and method for 
mobile communications having an IP link.
